LAPP: SLO Ruben Garcia is temporarily doing double duty, acting as SLO 
for both 14A67 & 14A74. Officer Garcia and Chaplin Steve Weller are doing 
community outreach each Wednesday in the PBID. During the third week of 
August, Chaplin Weller was able to place male individuals in shelters. 
Ambassadors: Over the last month the ambassadors have been doing early 
morning (5:00am) patrols in the area of Residence Inn, 9841 Century Blvd, 
24 hour Fitness and the surrounding area. They have made several contacts 
with a homeless female known to the ambassadors as Queen. The subject 
has refused help from the ambassadors on each contact. The subject is one 
of the homeless individuals we have been tracking. The information was 
passed along to both Officer Garcia and Chaplin Weller. Garcia and Weller 
will reach out to Miss Queen and try to get her in housing unit.
